‘Tho evolution of packaging and troubleshooting techniques of 
electronle equipment has brought atout new approaches that 
the amatour radio operstor will have to contendwith in the next 
few years, Current progress is centered on the integrated 
Garcutt (Ie), Medium sealo intepration Q{S!) and large scale 
fntegration (LSI) fabrication methods have reduced skilled cir 
calf malysts to circuit card changers at many field installa~ 
Hons where repairable cards are sent to specialists in instru~ 
tent laboratories or repair stations. This is the case, if the 
card replacement cost or lack ofavailable replacements neces 
sitates repair. 

The amateur will not usually be privileged to own afew 
expensive circult cards for replacement of defective ones, oF 
fave access to laboratory equipment. Does the big switch 
gather dust in the OFF position while the card ts at the factory 
or authorized repalr facility undergoing checkout and repair? 
Sot tikely, ut we're going to be in this position with the tnduse 
Or ic’s in ham gear unless desigersevolve inexpensive modi~ 
far construction techniques and staidards whereby the ctreuit 
‘slements are replaceable at low unit cost. 

“The equipment designer rust consider Several alternatives, 
Should he package our circuitry in neat little potted plug-in 
modules; provide printed circuit plug-in cards that are readily 
Tepalred; or package andprice he complet unitforthrow-say 
‘pon faflure? 

Tt isn't Likely that the throw-awsy concept will be used in 
anything but shirtpocket or clothing clip-on apparatus tor a few 
sears hence. 

Irrespective of packaging schemes that may evolve, the has 
should insist that equipment be designed for practical trouble- 
shooting and repatr. 

"Two major items stould be considered when looking at that 
new piece of gear other than good performance characteris~ 
fics: 1) Packaging should be such that anamaleur radio opera— 
for may repair. the walt In reasonable time oo sits, and 2) 
the equipment instruction manual should contain complete 
Geseriptions of cizeult theory af operation, and troubleshooting, 
Toides outlining proper test points and circuit parameters that 
nay be meastired with an oscilloscope and VTVM oF fairly sen- 
sitive VOM. 

‘With these concepts kept in practice, the amateur radio op= 
erator may continie to enjoy factory-built apparatus without 
having to face the high cost of repairs in specialized facilt- 
Hes. Those of us that acquire equipment with the objective of 
maittaining it should be persnickety about its design and care= 
fal to select that whieh ill minimize station down time. 1.0ok 
beyond the eye appealing gingerbread on: control panels and 
printer’ s ink oxtolling qualities and excellence.
